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0  T.ton  au  ordinance  v/lll  bo  Issued  froiii  the  Contral  Government j  requesting 
the  legal  owners  of  the  plants  to  claim  theu*  For  the  purpose  of  making 
investigations  and  eisseosmonts  of  the  damage  caused  by  the  \mr  and  the 
investments  made  during  the  time  of  the  military  mur.agement  i.ind  other 
matters  I  a  managing  committee  will  be  foinncd  by  the  managers  y  the  Japones 
Govommoiit,  the  Expeditionary  .'irrr,  and  those  ocncornod  with  the  manage¬ 
ment  and  operation  of  the  factorioR# 

3.  Most  of  the  trantfi'rrod  plants  will  bo  put  under  dino-Japanose 
joint  meutagement  so  as  to  bring  about  oocnoLiic  cooporution* 

4.  Some  plants,  which  are  especially  nocossary  for  military  purpose 
will  i*emain  as  they  are  for  tho  time  being* 

5.  As  for  tho  rights  and  intorosts  of  third  powers,  adoeuato 
measures,  such  as  joint  mc.nacomont,  oompensp.tion,  loon  or  rostitutioni 
will  bo  taken  according, to  tho  circumstances.  In  case  rights  and 
interests  of  third  powers  should  bo  attributed  to  any  transferred  proport 
with  tho  Intontion  of  avoiding  cooperation  with  Japan,  it  v/ould  bo  a 
matter  of  course  that  efforts  should  bo  made  to  make  tho  cooperation  of 
tho  two  countrtes  practically  offoctivo  in  accordanoo  with  tho  aim  of  tho 
militory  manggement. 

6.  All  plants  under  military  managemont  r/ill  not  bo  transferred 
at  onoo,  but  ono  after  another  as  soon  as  preparation  for  transfer  has 
boon  made.  So  it  may  require  a  fair  time  before  all  tho  plants  havo 
been  transferred. 

7.  Property  which  belongs  to  eoemy  or  absent eo  owners  will  bo 
properly  disposed  of  after  it  has  bosn  transferred  directly  to  tho  manage 
ment  of  the  new  Govommont.  It  It,  howovor,  a  nu.ttor  of  course  that  as 
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for  the  inveotments  made  in  enem/  property  a  proper  compensation  should 
be  recognized. 

ihus  amidst  hostilities  the  property  under  militax'y  raanaKemont  has 
been  transferred  to  the  Chinose  authorities  through  a  sense  of  moral 
obligatio::*  This  is  really  unprecedented  ir.  history  and  will  surely 
be  effective  in  enlightening  the  mind  of  the  anti-Japanese  party  at 
Chungking  who  are  taking  all  possible  steps  to  distort  the  ideal  of  tae 
establishment  of  the  New  Order  in  xiast  .isis)  and  at  the  same  time  will 
cause  the  whole  Chinese  nation  deeply  to  appreciate  the  fairness  of  the 
attitude  of  our  Governnent,  Those  Japanese  who  are  concerned  in  this  are 
taking  the  broad  point  of  viev/  and  are  also  endeavortng  to  bring  about 
the  principle  of  live-and-let-live  with  the  complete  cooperation  of
